' Herbert C. Hoover, the food adminis- 
trator, speaking on the 
world

situation last 
night,

Bide best able to organize its resources 
for food production and conservation 
would come out victorious. 


"The food situation of America- and 
' the allies Is such," said Mr. Hoover 
"that the neutral countries or northern 
Europe cannot hope to get .food from 
the "United States unless they- expect 
to furnish equivalent service in other 
directions to the common pool agains* 
GeLordnNorthcliffe. head of the British 
commission In this country, told o£ his 
work as purchasing agent for Great 
Britain and how he is spending be- 
tween 850,000,000 
and 
$60,000,000 
a 
-week. 
ITe also described some funda- 


- mental changes in Industry that, the 
- war has caused in Great Britain, and 
said that some of these changes would 
take place also In the United States. 
Exports Exceed Production 


"Food," said Mr. Hoovor, "has, since 
the war begun, gradually assumed a 
larger place in the economics, 
the 
statesmanship and tho strategy of war- 
' fare. 
There has come about not only 
a limitation of supplies, but an accu- 
mula.tion in inaccessible markets. 
The result is that North America is 
called upon, by both allies and neu- 
trals, for quantities of food far be- 
yond its normal export ability. 
"If the extremely high prices thun- 
dering at every door were not a suffi- 
cient demonstration. It is possible, by

SOLDIERS' MORATORIUM 


Judge Advocate General 
Crowder 


has proposed a moratorium or suspen- 
sion of certain laws, ns it were, for 
the protection of soldiers against loss 
or injustice during their absence In 
the service of the government. 
It is 


probable that the administration may 
cause such a law to be enacted 
by 


congress before adjournment. 


The law would save soldiers 
and 


sailors from all kinds of legal injus- 
tice during their absence, from home 
and establish as a legal 
excuse for 


their failure to carry out certain con- 
tracts, the fact that they are engaged 
in military service. 


The object of the proposed law is 


praiseworthy. 
The soldiers deserve 


all the consideration and protection 
we can reasonably give them. 
This 


form 
of moratorium 
is 
of 
slight 


significance compared to those which 
havfi been declared in somo of the 
countries now at war and applying in 
some instances to certain government 
obligations and in others 
to 
varied 


civil and commercial interests. 


SUBTERFUGE OF TRAITORS 


This is a time 
for 
service and 


loyalty to the government. We look 
with sympathy and pity upon Russia 
after her overthrow of the empire, now 
caught in the throes of civil strife be- 
cause the people do not stand by the 
provisional government. 
Authority 


must rest somewhere as otherwise 
anarchy of the worst kind will result. 


It is noticeable here in our own 


country that the people who were try- 
ing to tear down the constitution be- 
fore the war, are now out in opposi- 
tion to the administration at Wash- 
ngton for alleged violation of tho con- 
stitution. 
The government. is over- 


stepping its authority 
we are 
told 


when it prevents men from decrying- 
the war, opposing the draft, strafing 
England, or representing high govern- 
ment officials as violators of law and 
even of the organic law of the nation. 


Some of these "defenders 
of 
the 


constitution" are in the pay of the 
:erman propaganda, some are honest 
n their contention, tut misled by the 
designing agents of the propaganda. 
The I. W. W. and the defenders of 
ioap box treason, are loud in their 
lefense of the free speech "guaran- 
eed by the constitution." 
This in- 


trument never conferred the right to 
ireathe treason under pretense of ex- 
rcising freedom of speech. 
There is 


Iso freedom of the press, but not for 
he purpose of opposing the govern- 
ment in the prosecution of the war so 
s to offer aid and comfort to the 
nemy. 
Most ot the people who come out 
ow in defense of the constitution are 
ot solicitors for the constitution, the 
reedom of speech or of the press; but 
hey want to turn all tho opposition 
hey can against the government in 
he enforcement of the law. 


The right of the workingman

trike whenever ho sees fit and for 
ny cause which he deems sufficient Is 
Iso defended with great zeal by some 
vho never before evinced any special 
nterest In tho workingman.

lan who serves as the tool of Ger- 
many by endeavoring to tic- up tho 
perations of war is a traitor of the 
eepest dye.

many workingmen or of many strikers,

SHORT-SIGHTED BAKERS 


A trade paper representing the bak- 


ing industry foresees grave "danger" 
in the prospect of a cheaper loaf of 
bread. It pleads with "short-sighted" 
bakers to refrain from "baking 5-cent 
loaves and thereby 
injuring 
them- 


selves and tho entire industry." 


Meanwhile, figures compiled by the 


producing bakers themselves show that 
the cost of the various materials that 
go to the making of a one-pound loaf 
of bread, such as now sells nearly ev- 
erywhere for 10 cents, is a trifle over 
4 cents. That estimate is arrived at as 
follows: 


A barrel of flour costs $11; two 


pounds of yeast cost 50 cents; three 
pounds of salt cost 4 1-2 cents; five 
pounds of sugar cost 45 cents; 
four 


pounds of lard cost SO cents; 
total, 


$12.795. 
That quantity of material 


makes 312 loaves of bread, 
making 


each loaf cost 4 1-10 cents. It is said 
that this estimate is really a little too 
high, because bakers have not 
been 


paying quito so much for flour and 
sugar as the figures given indicate. 
There are disinterested experts who 
put the cost of materials in a pound 
loaf today as low as 4 cents. 


The bakers, 
reckoning this basic 


cost at 4.1 cents per loaf, add an equal 
amount for cost of production 
and 


profits, selling the bread to the retail- 
er at about ji.2 cents per loaf. The re- 
tailer makes tho difference between 
that figure and 10 cents. 


Whether the bakers and 
retailers 


are making more money than they 
ought to is probably a question for 
experts to decide. 
But certainly to 


the ordinary consumer it looks as it 
6 cents or thereabouts is too much to 
pay for baking and 
selling 4 
cents' 


worth of breadstuff.

train.

German artillery bombardment was tet- 
ific. It seemed sure death. 
Le Mesnager volunteered and in a 
short time brought up ammunition.

on his coat. He was mentioned in dis- 
patches. 
"Every soldier should have the cour- 
age and spirit of this veteran comrade," 
the colonel told his regiment.

man shell passed between them.

exploded almost at their feet. 
By some miracle neither was killed, 
jut both were hurled quite a distance.

He looked around and found parts 


of the German shell which he gathered 
up and carried back to his trench. 
"It was nothing at all. nothing at all," 
le laughed to his men. "Don't ever be 
Tfraid of a shell like this one. "It's 
only the shell that hits you that you 
rod dread." 
His colonel heard this remark and 


\\-as so impressed with the old lighter's 
"spirit" that ho recornm.entled him for 
further honors. This time he was dec- 
orated with the "palm." 


Another medal was given him for 


bravery in hand to hand conflict. ie» 
Mcsnager's regiment had "gor.n over tha 
tops," but soon found itself surrounded 
by a superior force. 


A big German picked tho old man out 


ns his own particular prey, but Le Mesi 
nager ran him through. A little later 
he discovered Uia hiding place of tha 
bugler who was sounding the German 
charge. Three shots silenced him. 
Le Mesnagor has been a resident of) 
Los Angeles since 1867. 
He lived in 
France until ho was 16, when he emi- 
grated to America. He is a full-Hedged 
American, and has been since he was 
-'1. In Los Angeles he is a substantial 
citizen. For many years he has been 
a court Interpreter. lie has accumu- 
lated a comfortable fortune in real es< 
tate. 


Since the arrival of the American ex- 
pedition Lo Mesnager has been recalled 
from the trenches and assigned to ono 
of the French divisions training with 
the Americans. 
Most of his work w 
that o£ Interpreter. 


"I couldn't remain quiet when tho 
war broke out," ho told me the other 
day. 
"Ever since ISVi I had itched, to 
get back at the Germans. 
"I knew, however, that my family 
would object on account of my age so 
I 'ran away' from home one day when 
my wife was out of the city on a short 
visit. 


"It was ono of the Happiest days o£ 
my life when the United States, JIY1 
country, Joined in the war against Ger- 
many on tho side of the countrv of 
my birth."

Under the Chamberlain bill, aliens of 


friendly countries who had been in Ihe 
United Stales one year would be lia- 
ble to draft, and such as claimed ex- 
emption, 6r wore exempted on objec- 
tion lhat their countries' treaties pre- 
cluded their serving, were to be given 
90 days lo leave the counlry. 
The 


Burnett bill provided that such aliens 
should be deported. 
In view of the labor situation at 


present and the prospect o£ Iho future, 
Mr Rogers took the view that such 
exempt aliens might well be utilized 
lere in various ways, and he has made 
provision to that effect. 
Ills bill does 
iot establish a minimum term of resi-

when Emperor William went to Riga 
and that it probably will not reach the 
Vatican until next week. 
The reply of the entente allies to 
the pope's peace proposals must neces- 
sarily arrive after that of the central 
powers because Great Britain before 
:he compilation of the entente note, 
asked for some information of the Vat- 
can which in turn, applied for it to 
the central powers, which notified tho 
loly see that the explanations asked 
for would be contained in their own 
reply to the papal note. On these ex- 
planations, therefore, the answer of the 
entente allies, or at least that of Great 
Britain, will depend.

There the 
commander of the new 76th division 
led Viscount Ishii, head of the mis- 
sion, and Ambassador Sato to his car 
and escorted the visitors on a tour of 
the camp. 
The visitors showed the 


keenest interest in the great numbers 
of completed structures, from bar- 
racks to refrigerating 
plant.

eyed with professional approval the 
groups of trained, well set up young 
soldiers who stood at salute and noted 
the 
remarkable' improvement 
two 


weeks of training had 
wrought in 


these men as compared 
with

"rookies" who were arriving today. 


The run to the camp was made for 


part of the way over the route taken 
by Paul Revere on his memorable ridei 
and over the road followed by the re- 
treating British 
troops as they fell 


back—be'fore the farmers of Concord, 
Lexington and surrounding towns. The 
monument where the old men of Me- 
notony captured the British convoy of 
ammunition while their sons were har- 
assing the redcoats until, as the old 
chronicle says, 
their 
tongues were 


hanging ou,t of their 
mouths,

At Lexington Green, where the thin 


line of minute men had been drawn 
-ip, the party stopped .while Viscount

Continuing over the road, where the 


New lingland farmers had shot down 
the British from behind every stone 
wall and tree until driven off by su-

Concord and visited the battle ground 
by the old North bridge. 


Reverently they took off their hats 


and advanced to the monument where. 


Once the embattled farmers stood 
And .fired the shot heard 'round tho 
world. 


Here Viscount Ishii placed another 


wreath beside that laid en the monu- 
ment by the Belgian mission a few 
weeks earlier.

during the evening. 
At the time of the shooting Cordio 


was digging potatoes in a field near 
his home and Melandrino fired at him

about

feet .distant. .After the shooting Me- 


landrino made his 
escape 
from 
the 
bushes and went tn .his . home. Cordao. 
did not know at first who fired the 
shot, but suspecting Melnndrlno. no- 
tified Officers Livingston and 
O'Brien 
and they succeeded in gelling the man 
who at first denied that he did 
the 
shooting, but aj'terwards admitted it. 
It Is alleged that jealousy was the 
cause of the shooting. Cordio, who is 
separated from his wife, has a small 
farm in Oak street, 
North 
Billerica, 
and a woman who acts as his house- 
keeper, and her daughter 
live there 
with him. 
It is alleged that 
Melan- 
drino was paying attention 
to 
the 
daughter which Cordio objected to and

ordered Melandrino

Lord Northcliffe Says War a 


Business—Filene On After- 
War Problems 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Sept. 20.— 


Herbert C. Hoover, the food adminis- 
trator, speaking on tho 
world 
food 


situation last 
night, 
declared 
that 


starvation would win the war and the 
side best able to organize its resources 
for food production and conservation 
would come out victorious. 
"The food situation of America- and 
the .-lilies is such," said Mr. Hoover, 
"that the neutral countries of northern 
Kurope cannot hope to get food from 
tho United States unless they 'expect 
to furnish equivalent service in other 
directions to the common pool against 


"Eoi-d'^'orthcliffe, head of the British 
commission in tills country, told of his 
work as purchasing agent for Great 
Britain and how ho is spending be- 
tween $50,000,000 
and 
560,000,000 
a 
week. 
He also described some funda- 
mental changes in industry that the 
war has caused in Great Britain, and 
said that some of these changes would 
take place also in the United States. 
Exports ISxceeil Production 


"Food," said Mr. Hoover, "has, since 
the war begun, gradually assumed a 
larger place in the economics, 
the 
statesmanship and the strategy of war- 
fare. 
There has come about not only 
a limitation of supplies, but an accu- 
mulation in inaccessible markets. 
The result is that North America is 
called upon, by both allies and neu- 
trals, for quantities of food far be- 
yond Its normal export ability. 
"If the extremely high prices thun- 
dering at every door were not a suffi- 
cient demonstration, it is possible, by 
actual figures, to prove that we have 
been exporting In many commodities 
actually 
beyond our capacity to pro- 
duce. 
"During the last year we have ex- 
ported every last punco of which the 
'whole country during this period was 
capable of producing and our national 
stock of cereals and animal products, 
proportionate to our population, was 
at tho beginning of this harvest the 
lowest in our history, and many of us 
have been under the keenest anxiety 
lest we would face absolute shortage. 
This anxious period 
is now happily 
passed. 
Denies High Prices Are an Advantage 


"The demand !n many commodities 
during tho coming year is beyond our 
capacity to furnish if we consume our 
normal amounts. 
The necessity 
of 
maintenance of the allies is our first 
line of defense and our duty to hu- 
manity in feeding 
tho neutrals 
de- 
mands of us that we reduce our every 
•unnecessary consumption and 
every 
waste to the last degree and even then 
the world dependent on us must face 
privation." 
Of high food prices and tho need of 
price control Mr. Hoover said: 
"We have all listened to tho specious 
arguments of tho siren of high''prices, 
heralded as the mark of prosperity and 
to possess economic advantages. 
It la 
advocated as a conservation measure. 
"It is true, high prices reduce con- 
sumption, but they reduce it through 
tho methods of famine, for the bur- 
den is thrown on to that class of the 
most limited means, and thus tho class 
least able to bear it. 
"There IB no national conservation In 
robbing our working classes of the 
ability to buy food. 
I".-', conserva- 
tion lies In' tho equitable distribution 
of tho least necessary amount, and in 
this country we can only hopo to ob- 
tain it by voluntary self-denial and vol- 
untary reduction of waste. 
Xo Power Over KetnHcr 


"The largo question of the hour Is 
price-fixing, for the suspension of tho 
law of demand and supply as an equi- 
table, economic law is forcing our hand 
in every direction. 
"We will lind as we go on with the 
war and its Increasing economic dis- 
ruption that first one commodity after 
. another will need to he taken into con- 
trol. 
We will, however, profit by ex- 


jorlonce if wo lay down no hard and 
;ust rules, but If we deal with every 
situation on Us own merits. fao long 
as demand and supply have free play 
lu a commodity, we had best leave It 


"Olio Illusion In the mind of the 
public I urn anxious to gel clear. 
The 
food administration, through its own 
authority and the co-operation of other 
government agencies, can accomplish a. 
great deal but It is limited absolutely 
to that' area of commerce between the 
producer and the retailer. 
"Wo can only use inlluence on both 
the retailer and producer and depend 
upon their patriotism. 
"In the food administration we intend 
to confine ourselves to the' 10 or 12 
fundamental staples those food com- 
modities that make up the basis of 
life." 
"War a IJuKlnea.n, Snys 3VorthcHfTe 


Lord Northcllffo said that the United 


States, as did England, would come to 
a' realization that war Is a great busi- 
ness enterprise and that the country 
must draw on Its 
best 
resource 
in 
chemistry, engineering, transportation, 
manufacturing and distribution. 
"Almost all of the industries In our 
country,'' Lord Northcliffe said, "have 
been remade by tho war." And 
h& 
added: 
"One of the 
first practical things 
done in Great Britain to assist in win- 
ning the war was to lengthen the day 
by adding an hour in the morning and 
dropping an hour in the afternoon. 
"This war is the greatest business 
the world ever knew and in pur coun- 
try we are doing nothing else. 
.bet 
me tell you that you will have to fur- 
nish between live and six 
pairs 
ot 
shoes a year in tho easiest parts ol 
the lines at the front and 12 pairs a 
year at the hard parts for each of the 
tiOO.OOO or 800,000 men you will soon 
have on the front." 
' 
, 
Creation of a great war committee ol 
businessmen, representing all branches 
of industries, to deal directly with tho 
government in war purchases was pro- 
posed in resolutions adopted by 
the 
manufacturers' section. A central gov- 
ernment purchasing agency to take 
over the functions of the war .Indus 
tries board and tho purchasing depart- 
ments of the army and navy also was 
recommended. 
The resolutions will 
come before the full convention Sri- 
day. 
Filene on After-War Problems 


Edward A. Filene of Boston urged 
the early revival and reorganization of 
the International Congress of Cham- 
bers of Commerce to help solve 
after- 
the-war" problems. 
"It is not to be disputed," he said, 
"that for some time after the war the 
reconstruction of 
Kuropo 
will make 
heavy demands upon American indus- 
try for materials. 
The wave of buying 
that will result may be one or possibly 
two years in reaching its crest, and 
during that period American business 
will prosper. 
But the demand for 
reconstruction materials will be a tem- 
porary and incidental part of the gen- 
eral business development after 
the 
ar. 
Of far greater importance are thoso 
factors that will control trade after 
the first rush of reconstruction buying 
has passed. 
And those factors, unless 
I am far afield in judgment, will be 
found in tho following developments. 
"American business will come to the 
end of the war with its productive ca- 
'acity enormously increased. 
.Even 
'efore the war, American business was 
feeling the pressure of Its surplus pro- 
duction. 
After the war its still Ui-ger 
surplus will make American business 
one of tho most interested contestants 
In the race for markets. 
The dispo- 
sition of our surplus production will bo 
fundamental to the health and progress 
of our entire business and industrial 
life."If our increased productive capacity, 
..Inch we must try to keep employed, 
must offer Its surplus in markets made 
ditilcult by over-intense competition, a 
general cutting of prices is inevitable. 
A general lowering of -prices would 
force American business 
to 
operate 
upon a narrowing margin of profit. 
A 
narrowing margin of profit 
will, 
in 
turn, mean a tightening of the lines 
between labor and capital. 
Labor, re- 
luctant to surrender wage-gains made 
in war time, will have to deal with a 
capital of restricted ability for meet- 
ing1 the dememands of labor. . 
"American business, when the war Is 
over, will 
find 
Itself in a world of 
fierce competitors and reluctant cus- 
tomers, neither of which will he the 
result of Ill-will toward us, but the in- 
evitable development prompted by the 
urgent need of the nations." 
Kenewed demands were made at sec- 
tional meetings yesterday for a war 
price policy that will mean the same 
iirices for private purchasers as for the 
government, and for a priority law that 
ivill give the government authority to 
;ut off supplies to nonedsential Indus- 
tries.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Sept. 20.—In 


an address made today before the for- 


eign trade session of war 
convention 


of American Business Men, James A. 
Fariell, chairman of the national for- 


n trade council and president of 


the United States 
Steel 
corporation 


asserted that the war would ho a war 
of economic superiority, and that on 
the side of the United States and the 
allies 
lies 
tho 
preponderance of 


weight in this respect. Germany, the 
speaker said, already 
must 
be ap- 


proaching exhaustion, but the end of 
tho hostilities were being delayed be- 
cause of tho wonderful co-ordination 
of all her material forces. 


Mr. Farrell added that it was im- 


perative that American business men 
should whole-heartedly join in 
solv- 


ing the problem of how the resources 
of the United States can best bo em- 
ployed In the carrying on of tho war. 


In part Mr. Farrell said: 
"In tho last analysis, this is a con- 


test which will be decided by superi- 
ority in economic resources. 
At the 


beginning of the war, both sides were 
In possession of these to a lavish de- 
gree. 
By dint of prodigal use by all 


of the 
combatants, 
these 
resources 


tiavo been very seriously reduced, and 
[n the case of Germany they must be 
approaching exhaustion. There can be 
no question on which side 
lies 
the 
preponderance of 
economic 
strength. 
If it were merely a questio.i of match- 
! ing the resources of the entente 
al- 
lies with those possessed bv the cen- 
tral powers, weight 
for 
weight, 01 
bulk for bulk, the war would speed- 
ily come to an end. But thu war Is 
prolonged because of the skill and de- 
termination 
which 
Germany 
has 
brought to the organization and co- 
ordination of all the material forces 
available to her. 
"It Is here that an Imperative obli- 
gation rests on American business to 
contribute its intelligence, its energy 
and its tenacity, whole-heartedly and 
unselfishly, to the problem of how all 
the resources at joint command can 
be best employed in the service of thu 
war. 
"The United States is ca»led 
upon 
to do Its share of a tremerdpus task 
with a meagre merchant marine. It is 
freely admitted that Great Britain at 
the outset of the war allowed a vast 
amount of merchant 
tonnage to bo 
wasted through 
lack 
of centralized 
power and it is doubly imt c-rtant that

SOLDIERS' MORATORIUM 


Judge Advocate General 
Crowder 


has proposed a moratorium or suspen- 
sion of certain laws, as it were, for 
the protection of soldiers against loss 
or injustice during their absence In 
the service of the government.

cause such a, law to be enacted by 
congress before adjournment. 


The law would save soldiers 
and

in military service. 


The object of the- proposed law is 


praiseworthy.

SHORT-SIGHTED BAKERS 


A trade paper representing the bak- 


ing industry foresees grave "danger'* 
In the prospect of a. cheaper loaf of 
bread. It pleads with "short-sighted" 
bakers to refrain from "baking 6-cent 
loaves and thereby 
injuring 
them- 


selves and the entire industry." 


Meanwhile, figures compiled by the 


producing bakers themselves show that 
the cost of the various materials that 
go to the making of a one-pound loaf 
of bread, such as now soils nearly ev- 
erywhere for 10 cents, is a trifle over 
4 cents. That estimate is arrived at as 
follows: 
' • 


A barrel of flour costs $11; 
two 


pounds of yeast cost 50 cents; three 
pounds of salt cost 4 1-- cents; live 
pounds of sugar cost 45 cents; 
four 


pounds of lard cost SO cents; 
total, 


J12.795. 
That quantity of material 


makes 312 loaves of bread, 
making 


each loaf cost 4 1-10 cents. It in said 
thnt this estimate is really a litlle too 
high, because bakers have not 
been 


paying quite so much for flour and 
sugar as the figures given indicate. 
There are disinterested experts who 
put the cost of materials in a pound 
loaf today as low as 4 cents. 


The bakers, reckoning 
this basic 


cosv at 4.1 cents per loaf, add an equal 
.amount for cost of 
production 
-nnd 


profits, selling the bread to the retail- 
or at about 8.2 cents per loaf. The re- 
tailor makes tho difference between 
Hint figure and 10 cents. 


Whether the bakers and retailers 


are making more money than they 
ought to Is probably a question for 
experts to decide. 
But certainly to 


the ordinary consumer it looks as if 
C cents or thereabouts Is too much to 
pay for baking and 
selling •! 
cents' 


worth of breadstuff.

Swedish government. 


WASHINGTON, 
Sept. 20.—Sweden's 


official reticence concerning the

posures made by Sec. Lansing on the 
part her diplomatic agents have tak- 
en in transmitting German messages, 
is regarded here largely as a cloak to 
cover what must necessarily bo an em- 
barrassing internal reform. 


Officials of the state department yes- 
terday made no effort to conceal the 
fact that the United States is disposed 
to accept tho unofficial statements ot 
regret and indignation from Admiral 
Lindnmn, minister of foreign affairs at 
Stockholm, as a true indication of the 
Swedish people's attitude. Cablegrams 
from London have quoted a spokesman 
of the British government as saying 
that the same admissions made to it 
by the foreign minister would be re- 
garded there as satisfactory. 
Until official admission of a measure 


of guilt Is made, however, and prom- 
ises of greater care in the future are 
given, it 
appears 
improbable 
that 
Swedish diplomatic representatives will 
be afforded the same facilities for the 
transmission of their dispatches. 
Although the American government 
has not. placed any restrictions on the 
Swedish legation here, 
there is daily 
evidence that code messages sent to 


and from Stockholm through cable sta- 
tions in the control of Great Britain 
arc being subjected to indefinite delay. 


Reports from Stockholm that changes 


in tho government would include the 
placing of Admiral Lindman in tho 
premier's' seat have gone far toward 
convincing this government that 
the 
Swedish sentiment lias been so aroused, 
that formai assurances will soon com« 
that such incidents as those discov- 
ered In Argentina and Mexico will not 
be repeated. 
Interest in tho Argentine situation 
will continue here until that govern- 
ment's course is determined, which . 
cannot be until Berlin has replied to 
Argentina's demand 'for further ex- 
planations. 
Reports from Argentina 
have indicated that the administration 
will be satisfied if Germany disavows 
the acts of its minister, and the feel- 
ing here is that Germany will not lose 
the opportunity to keep 
the 
South 
American country neutral. 
The disclosure of the part played hy 
the Swedish representative in Mexico 
when he acted as messenger for Min- 
ister von Eekhardt is not regarded by 
state department officials as having 
created a situation demanding any ac- 
tion whatever by Mexico. 


Cronholin Denies Clinrge 


MEXICO CITY, Sept. 20.—Folke Cron- 


holm, former attache of the Swedish 
legation, in a statement to The Asso- 
ciated Press today denied that Ger- 
man Minister von Eekhardt offered or 
promised him a decoration in a Ger- 
man order, or that he received any such 
decoration. Cronholm also denied that 
he had furnished the German minister 
with information gathered amongst tho 
enemies of his country in Mexico. 
Previous to making this statement, 
Cronholm had maintained silence re- 
garding the despatch made public by 
Secretary Lansing in which Minister 
von Eekhardt recommended Crotholm 
for a decoration. 
The statement fol- 


lows: 
"I am not in a position to make a 
statement as this is contrary to tho 
diplomatic principles of my country, 
and as I am only an executive organ 
of my government and still ignorat of 
any statement that the same might 
have issued on the subject. 
Once in 
possession of an authnetlc text of such 
a statement, I may be able to add some 
complimentary remarks. 
I hereby de- 


clare, that the German minister, Mr. 
Eekhardt, has not offered me any dec- 
oration. Nor has he promised me such 
and neither have I received any. Tho 
allegation made hy a certain class of. 
newspapers of this city to the effect 
that I should have furnished the Ger- 
man minister with information gath- 
ered amongst the enemies of his coun- 
try in Mexico is just as false as it is 
ridiculous."

ROME, Sept. 19.—Cardinal Gasparn, 
the • papal secretary1 of state, tonight 
declared to The Associated Press that 
the reply of the central powers to Pope 
Benedict's peace proposals had not yet 
been received at the Vatican. This is 
taken to prove that the statement re- 
cently published to the effect that the 
reply had left Berlin on Saturday was 
untrue, as otherwise, even admitting a 
delay of one day in Switzerland, the 
document would have reached Rome 
Tuesday night or this morning. 
Cardinal Gasparri believes the repiy 
of the central powers was held up 
when Emperor William went to Riga 
and that it probably will not roach tne 
Vatican until next week. 
The reply of the entente allies to 
the pope's peace proposals must neces- 
sarily arrive after that of the central 
lowers because Great Britain before 
he compilation of the entente note, 
asked for some information of the Vat- 
,can 
which in turn, applied for it to 
he central powers, which notified tho 
holy see that the explanations asked 
for would be contained in their own 
reply to the papal note. On these ex- 
planations, therefore, the answer of the 
entente allies, or at least that of Great 
Britain, will depend. 


Text to Be Announced Saturday 
BERLIN, Sept. 19, via London, Sept. 
20.—While the text of the German re- 
jly to Pope Benedict's peace proposals 
vill not be announced before Satur- 
day the Berlin press and parliamentary 
circles concur in the prediction that 
ho message will not contain specific 
declarations concerning Belgium. 
The fate of that country just now is 
jailing forth 
excessive pan-German 
'rothing due to recurrent rumors that 
.he government had definitely decided 
o abandon all intentions of permanent 
control in the occupied Belgian terri- 
ory. 
While these reports are said to have 
basis In the alleged "trial balloon" sent 
out by England, they 
equally 
carry 
earmarks of an obvious arthlcial in- 
spiration for the purpose of support- 
ng the annexatlonists' campaign. 


Official quarters today were abso- 
utely non-communicative on the sub, 
ect of the German answer outside ot 
admitting that it will be delivered to 
.ho papal delegate at Munich tomor- 
•ow. 
The impression prevailing in well 
nformed quarters Is that the note will 
leave the subject of Belgium in abey- 
ance. 
This is considered wholly in 
seeping with the pope's present efforta 
it mediation, which, it is pointed out, 
do not call for the specific peace terms 
of any of the belligerents. 
The German attitude on thia point 
might tersely be expressed this w.iy: 
Germany considers Belgium too valu- 
ihle a pawn to be exposi-<' to jeopardy 
through an ill-timed or hasty move. 
On the subject of international ar- 
bitration the German note, it is be- 
leved. will express approval of tho 
suggestion. 
However, in view of tho 
previous failure of such an interna- 
tional tribunal it is assumed the pope 
will come forward with proposals in- 
corporating n, scheme calculated prac- 
ically to serve as an institution of 
International arbitration.
